,1JTE:    Other  functions  preformed  by  the  Board  of  Examiners  are  prescribed  by  specific 
legislative  authority. 
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The  Board  of  Examiners  has  the  power  to  examine  all  claims  against  the  State; 
to  issue  and  sell  bonds  as  authorized  by  the  Legislative  Assembly;  to  approve  the 
solicitation,  acceptance  and  rejection  of  all  bids  and  awards  of  all  contracts  to 
the  lowest  qualified  bidder  for  construction  of  state  buildings  costing  more  than 
ten  thousand  dollars  ($10,000);  to  approve  and  process  travel  expense  claims  for 
the  extradition  and  transportation  of  prisoners;  to  approve  and  process  the  travel 
exnense  claims  of  district  judges;  to  invest  special  funds  as  designated  by  the 
legislature  and  to  preform  other  duties  as  prescribed  by  specific  statute.  Tiiere- 
fore,  the  primary  goal  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  is  to  provide  the  administrative 
decision-making  and  support  to  allow  agencies  and  departments  of  the  Executive 
urancli  to  effectively  carry  out  their  functions  and  duties.

SERVICES  PROVIDED.   Processing  of  contract  change  orders  and  salary  worksheet  forns; 
set  priorities  for  building  programs;  award  of  contracts  and  payment  of  travel  bills. 

OBJECTIVES.   The  level  of  accomplishment  for  this  program  has  been  met.  The  ob- 
jectives of  this  department  are  to  maintain  the  efficiency  preformed  in  past  years. 

ACHIEVEME.-ITS.   During  the  1971-1972  fiscal  year,  the  Board  of  Examiners  met  14  times, 
12  regular  meetings  and  2  special  meetings,  considered  224  items  not  including  contract 
cliange  orders  and  salary  worksheet  forms  that  were  processed.  Included  in  the  224  items 
considered  by  the  Board  was  approval  of  priorities  for  the  Long  Range  Building  Program 
following  the  Supreme  Court  decision  declaring  the  sale  of  Long  Range  Building  Program 
Bonds  unconstitutional  and  placing  the  Long  Range  Building  Program  on  a  pay-as-you-go 
basis. 

Included  in  the  224  items  considered,  were  72  construction  contracts  amounting  to 
$8,605,693.57  and  the  Board  rejected  9  contracts.  The  Board  also  issued  GO  Architect/ 
Engineer  appointments,  opened  bids  on  63  projects  and  considered  109  change  orders.

SERVICES  PROVIDED.   Examination,  approving  and  processing  of  claims  for  extradition 
or  transportation  of  prisoners. 

OBJECTIVES.   In  future  years,  the  Board  hopes  to  clarify  to  law  enforcement  officers 
and  county  attorneys  correct  extradition  procedures  so  that  claims  may  be  processed  in  a 
minimum  of  time. 

ACillEVEnE.lTS.   During  the  fiscal  year  1971-72,  the  Board  of  Examiners  approved  and 
processed  244  travel  claims  submitted  by  county  sheriffs  and  other  agents  of  the  law 
amounting  to  $31,959.46.  These  claims  were  for  the  transportation  expense  incurred  while 
either  taking  a  prisoner  to  the  State  Prison  at  Deer  Lodge  or  returning  a  fugitive  to 
flontana  from  another  state  after  approved  extradition.  During  the  fiscal  year,  letters 
were  mailed  to  each  county  sheriff  and  county  attorney  clarifying  allowable  expense  on 
extraditions  and  prisoner  transportation  to  further  expediate  the  processing  of  claims.

During  the  past  fiscal  year  255  claims 
were  processed  amounting  to  $41,136.77.
